Troysan ZPT Technical is designed for formulation into 
end-use pesticide products which are intended for use as a preservative in the final 
commodity products listed below:  

Adhesives, caulks/sealants; 
Architectural and industrial paints and coatings including powder coatings; 
Grouts;  
Gypsum, dry wallboard mineral-based or cellulose-derived building materials used  
in the manufacture of ceilings, ceiling tile, walls and partitions;   
Joint/glazing compounds and wood fillers; 
Latex emulsion, clay, mineral, pigment and guar gum slurries used in the  
manufacture of adhesives, caulks, patching compounds, sealants and grouts;  
Metalworking, cutting, cooling and lubricating fluids; 
Preservation of styrene butadiene rubber and thermoplastic resins;   
Textiles and synthetic fiber lubricants (spin finishes); 
Water-based chemical or mineral admixtures used in concrete.    

 
STORAGE AND DISPOSAL

Tip container on its side and roll it back and forth, 
ensuring at least one complete revolution, for 30 seconds.  Stand the other end and tip 
it back and forth several times.  Empty rinsate into application equipment or a mix tank 
or store rinsate for later use and disposal.  Repeat this procedure two more times.       
Then offer for recycling if available or reconditioning if appropriate or puncture and 
dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by incineration
